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that if they had any suggestions to make, it would give the under-
signed pleasure to submit them. with their report, to the Legisla-
ture for its consideration. Subsequently to this, at the request of
the members of the Institute, the undersigned forwarded to thema
copy of their report and code.

The code of the undersigned, it would seem, has been approv-
ed by the members of the institute with but slight exception. The
difference between the two codes is as follows :

1. By the code of the undersigned, the Secretary of the State
is constituted ex officio, Superintendent of Common Schools with-
out any increase of compensation. By the other, it is provided,
that none other than a practical teacher shall act as such, and that
he shall have a salary to be fixed by the Legislature.

2. By the code of the undersigned, the Levy Court, or County
Commissioners, as the code may be, of each county, are directed to
appoint Inspectors of common scheols.  Ia the other, it is provid-
ed, that a board of examiuers shall be appointed in the city of
Baltimore and each county to be composzd exclusively of teach-
ers and those whose design it is to become such.

3. By the code of the Institute, provision is made for the estab-
hishment, in each county, of a high school.

4. By the code of the undersigned. the white taxable inhabit-
ants of the several school districts ate allowed to determine wheth-
er or nothey will have a school in their district. In the other
they are deprived of this power and it is made the duty of the Le-
vy Court, or county commissioners, as the case may he, of each
county, to levy a sum upon the taxable property within their county
fully equal to that obtained from the State.

5. Inthe code of the undersigned provision is made for the ap-
pointment of district collectors. By the other, the. collector of
the eounty and State taxes, is charged with this duty.

With the exception of these differences the codes are believed to
be icentical. "It is therefore for the Legisla'ure to determine
whieh, if either, it will adopt, and that it may be enabled to decide,
the undersigned have the honor to submit both for their considera-
tion,
